RYAN DENIES 


CAR CO, CLAIM 


M. 0. and Bond Law Can 


Work Together, Says ' 


City Attorney 


City Attorney Ryan takes issue 


with the advertisement of the street 
car company in which it declares 
that the municipal ownership law 
and the bond payment liw cannot 
work in harmony. Mr. Ryan dis- 
credits the statement of the^ street 
car management that the city in- 
tends to proceed under section 927 
sub-division 125 general statutes in 
order to take over the street 
car 


company. 


He also declares that this has no 


reference 
whatsoever 
with 
the 


street car property and the street 
car company ought promptly to re- 
tract the statement "so as not to be 
justly charged with attempt to mis- 
lead the people." Following is the 
statement of City Attorney Ryan: 


"Any city in acquiring a street 


railway property under chapter 492 
can adopt the method of payment, 
if it M desires, provided by chapter 
595, notwithstanding statements to 
the contrary by the Madison Rail- 
ways company. 


"Chapter 595 states that 
when 


any city shall have determined to 
acquire a public utility the common 
council is authorized to provide for 
payment thereof in the manner pre- 
scribed in the act and the act ex- 
pressly 
states 
the 
term "public 


utility* as used therein shall 
be 


construed to include street railways. 
Chapter 595 is not a statute relat- 
ing to condemnation of public util- 
ities but relates only to the manner 
of payment after the condemnation 
proceedings 
have 
been 
carried 


through under some 
other 
law. 


Prior to its enactment there exist- 
ed statutes providing a 
complete 


plan for the acquisition of water 
plants, light plants, or street rail- 
way property. 
Chapter 
595 pro- 


vides an alternative method of pay- 
ment for any such properties 
ac- 


quired by a city and is supplement- 
al to these prior acts. 


"The ad by the Madison Kail- 


ways company states that 
under 


chapter 492 -the 
common council 


must levy a tax payable over a per- 
ior of 20 years sufficient to pay the 
purchase price with interest. Chap- 
ter 492 provides for nothing of the 
kind as anyone who reads the law 
can readily ascertain. It provides 
for the levying of a tax to pay the 
debt incurred and it is plain that if 
the purchase price is paid from the 
proceeds of bonds" that no debt 
is1 


incurred in the 'acquisition of the 
property. 


"The Madison Railways company 


states that it is advised that the 
city cannot use the method of pay- 
ment provided by chapter 595. 


"The Madison Railways company 


was also advised that under its 
franchise did not impose upon it 
the obligation to pave the railway 
zone but the courts held otherwise. 


"Furthermore the Madison Rail- 


ways company's ad says: 'We un- 
derstand that the city might have 
proceeded under section 927 subdi- 
vision 1-25 uf the general statutes.' 


"There is no truth whatever in 


this statement as will 
be readily 


seen by any lawyer or layman who 
reads this section I cannot under- 
stand why the street railway com- 
pany issued any such 
statement. 


It ought to TTomptly. retract the 
same in order that it may not be 
justly charged with an attempt to 
mislead the people of this city. 


"Section 927 subdivisions 
1-25 


have no reference whatever to the 
•acquisition of street railway prop- 
erty. 
They relate only to the ac- 


quisition of heat, light, water 
or 


power plants and no city can ac- 
quire street railway property under 
sections of the statutes authorizing 
a city to acquire light, heat, water 
or power plants."
